SOUTH AFRICA THREATENED WITH 'UNFORESEEN' CONSEQUENCES

[Editorial: "The Invaders' Delay"] 


[Text] It has been nearly a week since South African authorities have been 
guaranteeing to anyone who wants to listen that their troops are leaving southern 
Angola. This obvious lie has been denounced by all the observers in the battle- 
field and has been repeatedly denied by the Angolan government. 


Faithful interpreters of the Hitlerian slogan, according to which an oft-repeated 
lie ends up being believed by a credulous and uncritical public, the racists have 
not given up and are still harping on the same subject. 


Meanwhile, since it does not take so long to leave a territory that was occupied 
to depths of almost 200 kms in a few hours by the army and more than 300 kms by 
the air force, the racists have now begun to resort to a series of absurd argu- 
ments to explain away the "delay" in returning to their bases in occupied Namibia. 


it seems that the first reason for the delay was "damage" to their vehicles. 
Since this explanation cannot be maintained too long--give the fact that the 
racists themselves brag about their high technical ability--it was necessary to 
quickly find other arguments. 


This is when the mines (!) came into action. This means: in a field crossed 

so easily a few days before by the racists who razed villages and massacred or 
forced peaceful people to take refuge in the bush, dangerous mines cropped up all 
of a sudden, in an area already under the total control of the racist army and 
air force. 


Already very much "delayed" by these two snags, the invading troops were faced 
by still a third reason (and let us not even mention the time lost in macabre 
atrocities and soccer matches): the "pockets" of resistance of the SWAPO 
"terrorists' who, according to the racists, proliferate in Cunene like mushrooms. 
This tactic of accusing the enemy of actions that the accusers themselves are 
carrying out--which is also typical of nazism--provides the evidence that the 
racist invaders are taking advantage of their occupation of the southern part of 
Angola to establish a minefield which will hamper for a long time to come the 
passage of people and animals in the area presently occupied. 








Tnis observation, which does not mean in any way that the racists intend to return 
to the territory they illegally occupy (Namibia), proves that South Africa--well 
aware of the aggressive support of the largest imperialist power on this planet-- 
wishes to perpetuate its occupation of Angolan territory and is attempting to 

gain time to reduce the international impact of its aggression. Again in good 
nazi fashion, the racists are always counting on the decrease of solidarity and 

on a certain accommodation with criminal acts on the part of people and countries 
not directly involved in the problem. 


Another possible intention of the racists in prolonging their occupation could be 
to create the conditions for the territorial balkanization of Angola and the 
installation of their puppets in the occupied zone. These have been busily 
claiming attention recently, broadcasting communiques to which no one attaches 

the least importance, not even their South African protectors, who are now wrapped 
up in another wave of propaganda. 


That this replay of nazi barbarity on our own territory can be prolonged thanks 

to the veto of a councry that fought against nazism in World War II and assumed 
the guise of champion of freedom and democracy constitutes a lesson for peoples 
like our own (generally those of Africa and the Third World): they should become 
fully aware of the relativity of the resonant declarations of principle and should 
learn to recognize, in practice, who are their true enemies. 


The lesson is painful but useful. The people of Cunene, the people of Angola, can 
already perceive the aggressive brutality of the racists as a threat to their very 
lives, to their possessions, to the possibility of building a prosperous and 
sovereign country. 


Our people do not need to explain the reason for the intransigent support of the 
People's Republic of Angola to the brotherly people of Namibia and their revolu- 
tionary vanguard, the SWAPO, internationally recognized as sucli by the UN, the 
OAU and the Non-Aligned Movement. The Angolan people have already understood in 
their blood and their minds the prophetic words of comrade President Agostinho 
Neto of fond memory, that "in Namibia and South Africa we find the continuation 
of our struggle." 


In the fact of the U.S. veto of the actions proposed and accepted by the Security 
Council, Angola affirmed that conditions are present to individually or collec- 
tively exercise its right of legitimate defense against the racist occupiers. 

If they know what is good for them, they should rapidly repair the "damage" to 
their vehicles, solve the problem of the notorious mines and return to their 

bases in occupied Namibia, if not definitely to their own homes. The "delay" 

in Angola might well cost them an unforeseen price.

NO RUSSIAN, CUBAN PARTICIPATION--Luanda, September 7--The two-week-old South 
African invasion of southern Angola, with its deadly air and ground attacks on 
civilian and military targets, is apparently continuing despite Pretoria's 
denials. A group of 24 foreign journalists invited by the Angolan government 
to visit the war zone in the south verified over the weekend--when they were 
rocketed themselves by an Impala ground-attack aircraft--that South African 
planes control Angola's airspace and are still bombing civilian and military 
objectives up to 200 kms (125 miles) into Angola from the Namibian border. 
Military officials refused, for security reasons, to allow the journalists to 
travel south of Cahama, a town 130 kms (80 miles) from the frontier. It has 
been totally flattened by South African bombing. The press party saw no sign 
that Cuban or Soviet military advisers were engaged in combat with the South 
Africans. Many Cubans and Russians were in evidence in Lubango, especially 

at the air base where several MIG-2ls and MIG-l/s were parked. The Cubans 
pilot them, according to a civilian source, but they have apparently not taken 
on any South African planes so far. According to the Angolans, on September 1 
South Africa violated Angolan airspace 36 times, 21 times the following day, 
15 times on September 3 and 14 times on September 4. Cahama was also reportedly 
bombed again on September 2 and 3 despite the fact that its military targets-—- 
two radar stations--were destroyed on the first day of the invasion. [Excerpts]

BRITISH, FRENCH VIEWS 'SIMILAR'--London, September 4--Talks today between Angolan 
Ambassador to France Jose Luis de Almeida and British Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington on the South African incursion in Angola were "very frultful," 

Mr. de Almeida said later. The discussions were described by the British Foreign 
Office as "friendly." Mr. de Almeida told a press conference that Angola would 
have preferred that Britain had taken the same position as France in last 

Monday's United Nations Security Council debate by voting for the motion condemning 
South Africa--vetoed by the United States--instead of abstaining. "But I don't 
think the positions (of Lord Carrington and French Foreign Minister Claude 
Cheysson) are different," Mr. de Almeida added. The ambassador attacked the United 
States for "aligning itself with the South African aggression," but said the work 
of the western nations contact group--Britain, Canada, France the U.S. and West 
Germany--should go on trying to find a solution to the Namibian problem. (A.F.P.)

ELECTIONS FOR LOCAL LEADERS--Bujumbura, August 18--Grass-roots members of Burundi's 
sole political party will this week, for the first time, choose local party leaders 
as part of the government's plan to introduce more democracy into Burundian life. 
Local congresses of the Union for National Progress (UPRONA) will be held Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday throughout the small central African country. The meetings are 
being held under party by-laws adopted in December, 1979. Party members are also to 
examine the draft constitution--which was adopted by the party in June and is to be 
submitted to a referendum soon--and approve two-year local development plans. The 
constitution was written by a special committee formed in January, 1980, shortly 
after President Jean-Baptiste Bagaza scaled down the direct military rule imposed 
when he took power in a bloodless coup in 1976.

NGUEMA BLAMES FINANCIAL BODIES FOR ECONOMIC DILEMMA

[Excerpts] Yesterday at the Third of August Palice, President Obiang Nguema 
Mbazogo, in a statement to the news media, the nation aad international opinion, 
detailed the country's economic position and blamed the financial bodies for mal- 
administration and abuse which have placed the country in the present dilemma. 


Obiang Nguema Mbazogo specified the sums received by Equatorial Guinea from external 
sources: $23 million from the IMF and $5 million from the Spanish Government 
totaling exactly 3 billion pesetas. 





he Government of the Supreme Military Council gave the financial institutions and 
their chiefs full freedom in the management of these funds. There is written evi- 
dence to that effect. 


After the coup of freedom of 3 August 1971, our country lacked everything. We lived 
poorly but we had no external debts. What is odd is that within 2 years and with 3 
billion pesetas in circulation, the financial bodies should announce that we have 
external debts even if they are not considerable. It is logical for the Government 
of the Supreme Military Council to demand, in the name of Equatorial Guinea, a public 
account from these institutions and their officials. Those in charge of our finan- 
cial institutions should, with documentary evidence and through the mass media, 
provide proof to the people of Equatorial Guinea of [passage indistinct] and invest- 
ments and other activities for which the 3 billion pesetas were used. 


The financial institutions must answer the questions put to them by the people of 
Equatorial Guinea on the ecenomy. Where is the 3 billion pesetas? Why is there 
hunger, poverty and shortages when there is 3 billion pesetas available? Why have 
the financial institutions intentionally blocked a loan being granted on favorable 
terms to the Republic of Equatorial Guinea by the Government of Argentina amounting 
to $5 million, or, at current exchange rates, 50 million pesetas? 


if the 3 billion pesetas were distributed proportionately amcng a population of 
[number indistinct], there would be 60,000 ekweles per person. 

We say as a nation, and this is the general opinion, that the financial institutions 
and their officials should justify themselves before the people whom they have robbed 
and humiliated. 











How did the officials of the country's financial institutions open accounts abroad? 
How much is in these accounts? Why do they have these accounts outside and no’ in- 
side the country? Since when have they had these accounts? For what purpose? What 
are their intentions? 


They have brought about an unsatisfactory living standard at all levels and spiral- 
ing inflation. The cost of living in Equatorial Guinea is higher than all interna- 
tional indices. 


Through their president, the people of Equatorial Guinea have adopted as an immediate 
solution the establishment of a committee of enquiry to investigate foreign accounts; 
a committee to ensure the equilibrium of the national balance of payments; and 
another committee to consider the economic projects and plans.

[Statement issues by the Provisional Military Administrative Council on 7 September 
on the formation of Workers' Control Committees and a special court to "foil reac- 
tionary activities" ] 


[Text] In order to build socialism in a confident and reliable manner, it is essen- 
tial first to abolish private ownership of the main means of production and distribu- 
tion and to restructure the means on the basis of collective ownership. Collective 
ownership of production implements and supremacy over private ownership are guaran- 
tees to the working people enabling them to weaken the powers of exploiters and to 
crush them completely; to build their supremacy on the new econcmic foundation; and 
finally to be beneficiaries of a planned socialist development. 


Socialized production relations are not only the basis for prompt development of 
production forces but also a vital means to ensure, fulfill and maintain the basic 
interests of the broad working masses. Nevertheless, the truthfulness of socialism 
‘annot be proved only by socializing production relations. 


In order to build socialism objectively and reliably, it is necessary to take care 
‘| the means of production, strengthen economic resources, expand science and tech- 
nology and use them for the develo vment of the national economy and to ensure the 
existence of heavy industries which are the economic bases for the new socialist 
system, in addition to implementing radical changes in production relations.

One aspect of the efforts to lay a strong socialist foundation is to nurture the 
means of production nationalized from the reactionary order, to use them properly 
and to expand them. fhe successful accomplishment of this task and of ensuring 

Lhe social nature of production relations is possible through the active participa- 
tion and supervision of the broad working masses.

ycoduce, Supervision exists in every social system. but in the process to eradicate

equality and prosperity, supervision becomes an important instrument for the develop- 
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In socialism, the need for supervision arises from the need for accelerating the 
building of socialism reliably, and by fighting against the activities of reaction- 
aries aimed at weakening the new system and the negative culture of the reactionary 
system. 


In a socialist system, supervision has a public character. Moreover, its implemen- 
tation is basically ensuring the strict observance of the working people's party 
development plans and proclamations, regulations and directives of the government, 
with the full participation of the broad masses. 


The revolution of the broad Ethiopian masses is a genuine people's revolution which 
has brought about a revolutionary change in production relations and is laying down 
the foundation on which the structures of socialist production relations stand. At 
the present development stage of our people's revolution, all the conditions for 
the development of the material and technical foundations on which the socialist 
economy will be built are being created. 


Hovever, we are not in possession of the resources necessary to speed up our eco- 
nomic development. Moreover, a bitter class struggle still awaits us; a struggle 
agaiist the remnants of the reactionary cultures and against embezzlement of public 
property, pilfering, wastefulness, general selfishness and individualism, which are 
all directed against us by our class enemies. The economy we inherited is very 
weak and is not one on which we can depend to build socialism. 


Moreover, although the economy is in the process of recuperating from the wounds 
sustained from the destructive war started by imperialism and its puppets and those 
who are enemies of our revolution and working people, against our revolution and 
very existence, it has not yet fully recovered. All these factors together make 
the struggle awaiting us in building socialism arduous and bitter. 


To date, the broad working masses and all progressive forces of Ethiopia have built 
up the revolution on a strong foundation by foiling all acts of aggression against 
our revolution and existence through the bitter struggle they have waged and the 
sacrifices. Although this has been done, the enemies of our revolution who are 

not prepared to accept the victories of the people or the historical reality. They 
are still challenging us and hatching all possible kinds of plots to subvert our 
revolution and frustrate our efforts to extricate our country from the economic 
quagmire into which it has been plunged and from backwardness. 


For some time now these enemies of our revolution have changed their methods of 
struggle and have started the very dangerous but final plan of hatching covert 
plots to challenge our revolution. The covert plot of antipeople elements against 
our revolution is expressed today in the form of exploitation, wastefulness, extor- 
tion, bribery, pilfering and individualism. 


The wealth which we have been and are accumulating through the people's struggle 
and sacrifice of lives is being exploited today by the greedy and selfish elements. 
It is being used to secure comfort for private life and for antipeople and anti- 
socialist purposes. Today antipeople elements are more than ever before increasing 
instances of plunder, theft, greed and individualism and are using pubiic (?funds) 
and property for improving private life and luxury. These antipeople elements are 
putting private interests before the interests of the people by tying themselves 
with bonds of provincialism, kinship, marriage, friendship and private interests, 
and by establishing various cheap relationships. 














Since building socialism in such a dangerous situation is absolutely unthinkable, 

it is primarily the nistoric and inevitable responsibility of this revolutionary 
generation to do away with these antipeople elements and their activities and to take 
proper care of our belongings in order to achieve our great goal confidently and 
surely. [martial music] 


At this time of great struggle, when the people and all progressive forces are 
sacrificing their time, knowledge, energy and even their lives, we have no patience 
for embracing and keeping antipeople elements who are bent on organizing their own 
comfortable private lives by selfishly plundering public funds and property. 


As these selfish elements are our class enemies who are determined to exchange the 
interests and aspirations of the people for private enjoyment, expose the revolution 
for supervision, and finally to serve the antipeople interests of imperialism, it is 
presently our burning revolution-advancing obligation to follow and expose their 
reactionary plots and bring them to people's justice. Launching a planned and pro- 
grammed antiexploitation and antiwaste campaign and to formulate strong supervision 
for the people is a timely move and the only way to effectively and successfully 
accomplish this task. 


As our communist leader, Comrade Chairman Mengistu Haile-Mariam said in a speech 

to the Ethiopian people on the day we celebrated the sixth anniversary of the revolu- 
tion: Not caring about public and state property, putting private interests before 
the interests of the society and the like are not things to be taken lightly, and 
they should be eradicated. The revolution should not have any mercy on the para- 
sites who are plunderers, extorters, cheats and bribe takers or on those who deny 
justice after taking bribes. The working people should launch another campaign in 
L981 in which they should use their united strength.

?MAC DECLARATION ON SETTING UP OF WORKERS' CONTROL COMMITTEES 
EAO091145 Addis Ababa Domestic Service in Amharic 1748 GMT 7 Sep 81 


{Declaration issued by the Provisional Military Administrative Council on 
7 September on setting up the Workers’ Control Committee] 


[Text] Since the objective of the revolution of the people of Ethiopia is to 
establish a socialist order where there is justice, where every citizen's freedom 
and equality are respected, where every citizen is able to share in the national 
development by destroying the order of exploitation of man by man, and since the 
Provisional Military Administrative Council [PMAC] turned the rural and urban 

lands as well as other production enterprises into public property; in considera- 
tion of this objective, to make the production enterprises more fruitful so that 
they become more beneficial to the broad masses, to eradicate completely unlawful 
practices such as abuse of authority, carelessness in handling government and 
public organizations’ property, selfishness, cheating, giving and taking bribes, 
hooliganism and other similar practices which have been inherited from the old 
semiteudal and semibourgeois, and to abolish inefficiency and bureaucracy; since 

it is necessary to make the worker fully participate in the protection of national 
property and administrative duties by strengthening the capacity of workers' con- 
trol over themselves; since it is imperative that the broad masses know that the 
protection of government offices and public organizations and of the country's 
iational forest products and wild life is for the interest of socialist development; 
in order to heighten the democratic participation of the worker in this regard as 
mentioned above; since it is necessary that a national control structure be set up; 
and since it has become necessary to set up a centralized workers" control committee 
with the necessary full authority, the following declaration has veen issued in 
accordance with Declaration No. 110 of 1975-1976 promulgated to reiterate the 
authority and responsibility of the PMAC and the Council of Ministers: 





{. Abbreviated title: This declaration shall be termed Declaration No. 213 of 
1980-1981 promulgated to set up the Workers’ Control Committee. 


interpretation: Unless the words in this declaration state otherwise, 


a. the phrase “government offices" includes the revolutionary army, the administra- 
tion of the revolutionary police and ail courts. 


b. The word "organization" includes all types of production, distribution and/or 
catering organizations. 














c. The phrase "public organization" includes all public organizations set up ac- 
cording to the law and cooperative services societies. 


d. The phrase "national property" includes property of each and every government 
office, property of all and any public  ~-ganizations as well as all property and 
natural resources found within the jurisdiction of the above. 


e. The word "person'' includes all members of staff, that is, all employees and 
authorities of each and every government office or organizational authority and 
members of staff and individuals of public organizations. 


f. The meaning of "professional society" is a society set up in line with distinct 
professions. 


3. The establishment of the Workers' Control Committee: The Workers' Control 
Committee, henceforth termed "committee", which is entrusted with the objectives, 
duties and authority as indicated in this declaration, has been set up in line 
with this declaration. 


4. The objectives of the committee: The committee shall have the following 
objectives: 


a. To enable the broad masses to fully participate in the protection, administra- 
tion and ownership of the property and resources they put under their control 
through their bitter struggle. 


b. To make the Ethiopian National Democratic Revolution program achieve its 
objectives and to lay the material and technical basis for the establishment of 
socialism and eventually communism in Ethiopia. 


c. To enable the struggle waged to establish the new People's Democratic Republic 
of Ethiopia to achieve its goals by completely eradicating the remnants of feudalism- 
imperialism and bureaucratic capitalism. 


d. To enable the worker to respect his or her profession and its value, to increase 
production quantitatively and qualitatively, to develop discipline among workers and 
make workers have respect for discipline. 


e. To ensure that the necessary protection and care are given to government and 
organization's property. 


f. To see that the participation of the public in all national development duties 
is in the interests and for the benefit of all. 


5. The (?collective) duties of the committee: A committee set up at any stage 
shall have the following duties and authority: 


a. To investigate the accounts and each and every document of each and every 
government office, organization, public organization or individual, or any document 
in possession of the above as necessary, to delegate authority to others-- 
individuals or groups--to perform the above. 


b. To summon any person or individual to perform his duties. 
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c. To monitor and control that declarations, rules, regulations and guidelines 
are correctly and properly implemented. 


d. To commit any person or organization to any responsible special or permanent 
court's prosecutor or jury to be charged in accordance with either the criminal 
or the civil code, or with both according to the findings of its investigations. 


e. To undertake feasibility studies or to delegate authority to this effect to 
avoid the wastage of national resources, and to submit its reports to higher 
authorities; and to accomplish the necessary duties in accordance with instructions 
issued to it. 


f. To teach the broad masses to avoid the wastage of national resources and the 
misuse of authority and other similar practices. 


g. To ensure that government offices, organizations and public organizations 
finalize their work plans in time. 


h. To prevent any property acquired through illegal means from being transferred 
for use or sold to a second party for a period of up to 3 months. 


i. To make any professional employed in any government office or public organiza- 
tion take part in its duties by seeking permission from higher authority. 





j}. To cooperate with concerned government offices and public organizations in 
order to avoid the misuse of national resources. 


k. To establish subcommittees as necessary. 
‘o see that annual stocktaking is done in each and every organization, govern- 
ment office or public organization. 


m. To teach and enable the worker to increase production quantitatively and 
qualitatively and to exercise care in doing so. 


n. fo control inefficiency and work delays and to teach the public to abolish 
backward and outmoded customs. 


o. To make announcements via the mass media on abuse of authority and misuse and 
wastage of national resources and other unlawful practices as necessary and in 
accordance with instructions issued by higher authority. 


p. to request reports from all government offices, organizations and public 
organizations on embezzlement of money and the misuse of property. 


q. To carry out investigations in accordance with its duties, to delegate authority 
for the purpose of investigation and to seal all property to be investigated. 


r, To put under its control for up to 3 months each and every responsible person 
for the misuse of funds and property. 
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6. Work guidelines: The committee's work guidelines will have democratic centralism. 
7. The committee's structure: 

a. The committee shall comprise: The Workers' National Control Committee; the 
Workers’ Administrative Regions Control Committee; the Workers" District Control 
Committee; the Workers Subdistrict Control Committee; and the Workers’ Basic Control 
Committee. 

b. The committee shall have a training center. 


8. The members of the national committee: 


a. The national committee shall have 11 members elected from among the public from 
the national and professional societies. 


b. The national committee is answerable to the head of state. 
9. The duties and authority of the national committee: The national committee 
shall have the following duties and authority and those stated in Article Five of 


this proclamation: 


a. To ratify the plans to be drafted by the administrative regions workers control 
committee to implement this proclamation. 


b. To investigate issues arising from the conflicting jurisdiction of more than one 
administrative region. 


c. To investigate anomalies arising within any committees jurisdiction. 


d. To issue the necessary guidelines for the proper implementation of this 
proclamation. 


e. To draft its own working plans and to implement them following approval by 
high authority. 


f. To submit reports to the head of state on the activities and accomplishments of 
the committees. 


g. To perform any additional duties entrusted to it by higher authority. 
10. The Executive Committee of the National Committee: 


a. The National Committee shall have an Executive Committee consisting of three 
persons who shall be elected from the members of the National Committee. 


b. A chairman and deputy chairman shall be appointed by the head of state after 
nomination of persons by the National Committee from among the Executive Committee. 


c. The chairman and deputy chairman of the Executive Committee shall be chairman 
and deputy chairman of the National Committee. 
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d. the duties and responsibilities of the Executive Committee, the chairman and 
the deputy chairman shall be drawn up in accordance with the guidelines of the 
National Committee.

c. It publishes and distributes educational publications for the benefit of all. 
Educational publications will be sanctioned by highest authority. 


d. It prepares seminars for government offices and public organizations and 
engages in educational lectures as the need arises. 


e. kt submits reports to higher authority on work achievements. 


f. The National Committee shall perform all additional duties concerning the 
training for workers’ control. 


g. It shall prepare its internal guidelines, submit them to the National Committee 
and implement the guidelines when approved. 


12. Members of the Control Committee of an administrative region: 


Members of the public from public and professional societies in accordance 
witn guidelines to be issued. 


b. An administrative region committee is answerable to the National Committee. 
3. The duties and authority of an administrative region committee: An administra- 
region committee shall @rry out within its jurisdiction the authority and 


duties stated in Article Five of this proclamation. In addition: 


lt shall ratify all plans of district control committees within its jurisdiction

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14. The Executive Committee of an administrative region committee:

b. It shall investigate conflicting issues arising between jurisdictions of more 
than one basic committee. 


c. It shall investigate anomalies arising within any basic committee's jurisdiction. 
d. It shall prepare its work program and implement it when approved. 
e. it shall submit reports to the subdistrict control committee. 
f. It shall submit reports to high authority on its performance. 

It shall execute all other additional duties entrusted to it by higher authority. 
20. The Executive Committee of a subdistrict committee: 


a. A subdistrict committee shall have an Executive Committee consisting of three 
members elected from among the members of the subdistrict committee. 


b. A chairman and deputy chairman shall be appointed by the head of state after 
nomination by the subdistrict committee. 


The chairman and deputy chairman of the Executive Committee shall be the chair- 
man and deputy chairman of the subdistrict committee. 


The duties and responsibilities of the Executive Committee, the chairman and 
the deputy chairman shall be based on guidelines to be issued 


Ll. The establishment of a basic control committee: 














a. Members of a basic control committee shail be democratically elected by employees 
of all government offices, organizations and cooperative service associations at 
employees’ general meetings. 


b. The number of members of basic control committees to be established in all 
government offices, organizations and cooperative service associations shall be 
determined by the number of employees of these government offices, organizations 
and cooperative service associations. 


23. The Executive Committee of a basic committee: 


a. Every basic control committee shall have an Executive Committee whose members 
will be elected from the basic committee itself. 


b. The duties and authorities of the Executive Committee as well as the number of 
its members shall be determined by guidelines to be issued. 


24. The duties and authority of a basic committee: Every basic committee shall 
perform its duties in accordance with the duties and authority set out in Article 
Five of this proclamation. In addition: 

a. It shall prepare its own programs and implement them when approved. 


b. It shall form groups in accordance with guidelines to be issued. 


c. It shall submit reports on its findings in the course of its duties to the 
subdistrict control committee. 


d. It shall coordinate the efforts of workers to finalize any organization's work 
plans without wastage of manpower and finance. 


e. It shall cooperate with all concerned on establishing means of identifying 
workers who can make great contributions toward increasing production and the 
cultural development campaign. 


f. It shall submit a report to a higher authority on its duties. 


g. It shall execute all additional duties with which it is charged by a higher 
authority. 


25. Offices: 
a. The National Committee shall have an office in Addis Ababa. 


b. Every administrative region, district and subdistrict committee shall have its 
own office. 


26. Term of membership: The term of membership of the committees established under 
this proclamation shall be 2 years. However, any member shall have the right of 
reelection. 
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27. Regarding permanent service of Executive Committee members: While maintaining 
the provisions of Article 26 of this declaration, members of the Executive Committee 
will serve permanently. This provision does not apply to the basic committee. 


28. Criteria for committee membership: To be elected as a member of a committee 
formed at any level, a person should fulfill the following criteria: 


a. He must have accepted the national democratic revoluticn program. 


b. He must respect the objectives of Commission of Organizing the Party Worker's 
of Ethiopia [COPWE] and contribute toward the accomplishment of its mission. 


c. He must have participated fully and achieved a tangible result in every front 
of struggle during the decisive class struggle, that is, in the military, politic 
economic, cultural and social spheres. 


d. He must have been of high ethical behavior and must command a high level of 
respect and acceptance in his area of work and residence as a result of his social 
participation and diligence. 


e. He must have proved his friendship for the broad masses through his words and 
deeds. 


f. He must be capable of accepting sole and joint responsibili-ies and of prac- 
ticing coordination. 


g. He must be known for his trustworthiness, integrity and industry and must have 
an interest in nurturing public and state property, and in the people's control 
work. 


h. He must not suffer irom any mental disturbance. 
i. He should be 18 years of age or more. 
29. Quorum and adopting resolutions: 


a. The quorum of a committee formed at any level will be determined by the guide- 
lines it issues. 


b. Resolutions of any committee shall be adopted by a majority vote of attending 
members: if there is a tie of votes, the chairman's vote shall be decisive. 


c. The national committee will issue internal regulations of procedures for the 
other committees and for itself. 


30. Record-keeping: 


a. All tips received by the committee should be recorded in a book. The contents 
of the book should include the following: The details of the tip; if possible, the 
name and address of the informer; evidence related to the tip; the time, date and 
condition of the receipt of the tip by the committee; and the steps taken by the 
committee following the tip. 
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b. The decisions taken by the committee on all matters and the reasons for them, 
as well as the views of the minority, should be recorded in a book. 


31. Confidentiality: Unless the committee decides otherwise, all the decisions 

it takes and all deliberations it holds, as well as books containing tips, should 
be kept confidential. [martial music] 

32. Regarding tips: 

a. Any person has the right to inform the committee if he comes across, or knows, 
or has reasons to believe that a crime has been committed in connection with wasting 
and misuse of national wealth. 

b. Regarding false tips to the committee, the penal code shall be applied. 

34, [Number as heard] As regards considering Addis Ababa as a region: Regarding 
the implementation of the declaration, Addis Ababa shall be considered as a region. 
The details will be determined in the guidelines to be issued. 


35. Obligation of cooperation: 


a. <All government offices, mass and private organizations and individuals shall 
cooperate with the committee. 


b. <Any government office, mass and private organization and individual shall have 
an obligation to comply with the orders the committee gives to carry out investiga- 
tions in accordance with this declaration. 

36. Punishment: Any person who, after being properly called by the committee. 


a. Fails to turn up without a satisfactory reason. 


b. Deliberately refuses to give any evidence he is asked to give after making him- 
self available. 


c. Refuses to produce any document or thing in his possession or under his control 
which is relevant to the committee's investigation. 


d. Gives false or misleading information. 


e. Applies or tries to apply pressure on the committee by directly or indirectly 
intimidating, using force, or forcing, or by giving any kind of promise or (?bribe) 
to any member of the committee or any employee of the committee or anybody working 
under the committee's instruction. 


f. Destroys or forces or does anything illegal to documents relevant to matters 
under investigation, or in any way hinders investigation being carried out in 


accordance with this declaration. 


g. Violates this declaration or hinders its implementation in any way, shall be 
punished under the relevant law. 


36. [Number as heard] Time of enforcement of this declaration: This declaration 
will come into effect from 8 September 1981.

[Declaration issued by the Provisional Military Administrative Council on 
/ September on establishing a special court] 


[Text] Since there is a need to swiftly perform the judicial work concerning crimes 
committed against the unity, independence and revolution of Ethiopia and against the 
peace and security of the people; since it is a fact that fighting against exploita- 
tion, wastefulness, misuse of power, injustice, bribery and favoritism is a motivating 
foi. . in strengthening the Ethiopian revolution; since there is a need to create 
legislation and establish institutions that implement the law in order to stamp out 
these crimes and legacies of the past; since in this respect an amended special 
penal code has been issued; and since there is a need to establish a special court 
which hears and decides on cases that fall under the aforesaid code; in accordance 
with Article 5 Subsection 6 of Proclamation No. 110 of 1975-76 promulgated to define 
the powers and responsibilities of the Provisional Military Administrative Council 
|PMAC] and the Council of Ministers, the following is promulgated: 


l. Abbreviated title: This declaration can be termed Declaration No. 215 of 1980-81 
promulgated to establish a special court. 


Lstablishing a special court: This declaration establishes couit, herein 
called a special court, comprising one first stage special court and one appeal 
special court. 


3. Powers of the special court: The special court will have the following powers: 


a. To summon any person to give evidence, be a witness, or to give an opinion 
about a case being heard; 


b. To order and force the presentation of any document or information relevant to 
the case which is in the possession of or under the control of any person or 
organization; 


c. To order mass and government organizations to execute the orders given and the 
puidelines laid down; 


d. To hear and decide on cases formally submitted to it in accordance with the 


amended special penal code and in line with the relevant provisions of punishment 
stipulated in the penal code or other laws it finds essential to mete out justice; 
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e. Interdict the sale or transfer of any property related to the case it is hearing 
until a verdict is decided or until a fixed date; 


f. To seal any property or document for a period of time to be fixed or until a 
verdict is decided. 


4. Judicial powers of the first stage special court: The first stage special court 
has the power to hear and decide on any criminal or civil case that falls under the 
amended special Penal Code No. 214 of 1980-81. 


5. Judicial powers of the special court of appeal: The special court of appeal 
has the power to hear criminal and civil cases referred to it on appeal against the 
decision of the first stage special court. 


6. The first stage special court and the special court of appeal can have as many 
benches as necessary to perform judicial work swiftly. 


7. Venues of benches: The special court can hold court at any convenient place 
in order to mete out justice. 


8. Every bench of the special court shall have a panel of three judges. 


9. Regarding judges independence in their work: Judges shall perform their 
judicial work with full independence. They shall not be guided by any authority 
except the law. 


10. Handing down decisions: When the judges of the special court are unable to 
make a unanimous decision, the decision of the majority shall be binding. However, 
the decision of the judge who gives a minority finding shail be recorded in writing. 


ll. Removing a judge from a bench: The conditions leading to the removal of 

judges, applications presented to this effect and the consequences of the applica- 
tions presented to this effect and the consequences of the applications shall be in 
accordance with Articles 9, 10, 11 and 12 of Proclamation No. 52 of 1974-75 on the 


performance of judicial work. 
12. Regarding hearing cases in open session: 


a. While maintaining the provision of Subsection B. Of this article, all cases 
filed with the special court shall be heard in an open session; 


b. If the special court believes that hearing a case in an open session breaches 
state security or constitutes a danger to the good behavior of the people, it can 
hear the case in Camera. 


13. Regarding giving notice of appeal and applications for appeal: 
a. Any party which does not agree with any decision made by the first stage special 
court shall give written notice that he is appealing within 15 days of the day the 


verdict is handed down; 


b. On receiving the kind of application mentioned in Subsection A of this article 
the registrar shall prepare a copy of the verdict that is being appealed and give 
it to the appealor or shall ascertain that the appealor receives a copy; 
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c. the date on which the copy of the verdict is prepared, as mentioned in Subsec- 
tion B of this article, and the date on which the copy is received by the person 
who is appealing shall be confirmed by the registrar's signature. 


d. Any person who is appealing shall present his appeal to the special court of 
appeals within 30 days of receiving the copy of the verdict against which he is 
appealing; 


e. With the exception of Article 14 of this declaration, no appeal may be made 
against decisions of the special court of appeal. 


14. Reviewing verdicts: Verdicts of life imprisonment or capital punishment handed 
down by the special court shall be reviewed by the head of state. 


15. Regarding prosecutors and registrars: 
a. Prosecutors will be assigned to the special court to serve as staff attorneys; 


b. The registrar general, assistant registrars, and other employees will be 
similarly assigned. 


16. Regarding the appointment of judges, prosecutors and registrars: Judges of 
the special court, prosecutors and registrars shall be appointed by the head of 
state. 


17. Applying procedures of the penal code and the code of procedures of decision: 


a. With the exception of Subsection B of this article, the procedures of the penal 
code shall be applied to cases filed with the special court. 


b. Subsection C of Article 43, Articles 63 inclusive, Article 80 to 93 inclusive, 
Article 106, Subsection B of Article 161, Articles 181] to 183 inclusive and Article 
187 of the regulations of procedures of the penal code--excluding the amnesty 
declared by the Provisional Military Administrative Council and that of the c mer 
vovernment concerning nonfinancial cases in accordance with Subsection A of Article 
42--shall not be applied to cases filed with the special court; 


With regard to cases to be handled by the special court, Article 198 of the 
regulations of procedures of the penal code should read as follows: Article 198. 
The type of application and the time of its presentation: Applications concerning 
sentences passed i. the absence of the convicted person, in accordance with the 
article, should be made through the public media within 90 days of the announcement 
of the sentence, and the reasons for the application should also be presented. 


a. The regulations of procedures for the civil code will be applicable to cases 
presented to the special court. 

i8. The authority and duties of the prosecutor: The prosecutor of the special 
court will have the following authority and duties: 


a. the implementation of the authority and duties of the prosecutor as indicated 
in the regulations of procedures of the penal code of 1961-62; 














b. To summon any person to testify, or to give evidence, and to summon any person 
to hand over each and every document or other item needed for exhibit or evidence 
in his or her possession or under his or her control whether the document belongs 
to the government, to individuals or to a public organization. Three: The 
prosecutor of a special court shall have the power to mention provisions stated 

in the newly amended criminal code in a permanent court as the need may arise. 


19. The registrar of a special court: A registrar of a special court shall be 
entrusted with the duties and authority stated in the civil and criminal codes. 


20. Issues arising in a special court, in permanent or military courts: While 
respecting and abiding by the provisions of Article 23 of this declaration, the 
prosecutor shall have the authority to file charges in a first stage special court 
when faced with criminal or civil cases coming partially within the jurisdiction 
of a first stage special court, permanent court or a military court. 





21. Concerning pending cases: Any cases pending in any court that under the 
provisions of this declaration shall be heard and judgement shall be passed in 
accordance with the law and procedures of the court or courts in which they are 
pending. 


22. Defense counsel: A person appearing in a special court has the right to hire 
a defense counsel or will be provided with one by the government when the charge is 


a criminal charge. 


23. The nonapplicability of the 1943-44 army administration proclamation: 
Proclamation No. 68 is not applicable for cases appearing in a special court. 


24. <A revoked law: While retaining Article 23 of this Proclamation No. 7 of 1974- 
75 establishing special military courts as amended, and the special criminal code 


Proclamation No. 9 as amended have been revoked by this declaration. 


5 The date this declaration becomes effective: This declaration takes effect on

8 September 1981.

However, according to Lesotho's Finance Minister, Mr K T J Rakgetoa, the Government 
used other resources to fill the money gap. He did not disclose what these were.

He was confident, 
nowever, that the difficulty was coming to an end.

[Text] In the past 18 months the South African Air Force has violated Mozambique 
airspace more than 40 times, according to information received by the Mozambique 
news agency from the Ministry of National Defense. In its violations of 
Mozambique airspace, the South African Air Force has been using jet aircraft, 
fighter-bombers, helicopters and (?Norad) Atlas transports. They also frequently 
use civilian and ligh* aircraft.

African aircraft over the areas where the incident took place, according to a 
communique received by our editorial desk.

SHAGARI URGES OAU TO DISPATCH PEACE-KEEPING FORCE INTO CHAD

[Interview with Nigerian President Shehu Shagari, by SUNA DAILY BULLETIN, 
Khartoum, 23 August 1981] 


[Text] Khartoum, Aug. 23, (SUNA)--Nigerian President Shehu Shagari, in an interview 
by SUNA yesterday urged the Organization of African Unity (OAU) to dispatch a peace- 
keeping force immediately into Chad to take over the maintenance of peace and 
stability in that country. "It is due to the faults of the OAU that this situation 
in Chad occured. If the OAU has moved in quickly since the decision was made, the 
Libyans would not have got the chance to enter Chad," he said, 


[Question] Y.E., we would like to know your comments about the Libyan intervention 
in Chad? 


[Answer] Well, the Libyan intervention is a matter of concern to all of us who are 
neighbours of Chad, the Libyans intervened in Chad without the consent of the OAUY 
or the members of the Chad committee (Ad Hoc Committee, on Chad). They claimed 
that they have been invited by Goukouni Oueddei and we said that Goukouni Oueddei 
has no authority to invite the Libyans because he is only a chairman of the pro- 
visional government which is represented by all the factions in Chad and he re- 
quires the consent of the government of Chad in order to commit the Chadian people 
which he has not done. As the Libyans are there, to my mind the only way is for 
the OAU to do its work. The OAU has been asked to provide a peace-keeping force in 
Chad, and I think it is due to the faults of the OAU that this situation in Chad 
occured. If the OAU has moved in quickly since the decision was made the Libyan 
would not have got the chance to enter Chad. But the OAU peace-keeping force fail- 
ed to turn out and that is what caused the situation in Chad to give the excuse for 
the Libyans to get in, and I think it is still not too late, the OAU should do its 
job and send peace-keeping forces immediately into Chad, and the moment the OAU 
troops are inside Chad, there will be no excuse for Libya or any body to keep their 
troops inside Chad, and therefore Iurge the OAU to dispatch peace-keeping forces 
immediately into Chad to take over the maintenance of peace and stability in that 
country. 


[Question] Y.E., what do you think of the OAU decision to convene it's next sum- 
mit in Tripoli? 


[Answer] Well, that was the decision of the OAU, unfortunately I was not present 
when that decision was taken because I was not able to attend the OAU Summit last 
ime. but, | eonsider that it was unfortunate that the OAU took that decision 
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without any conditions. I would have thought that the OAU might accept the hosting 
of the next conference by Libya on condition that they move out their troops from 
Chad, and also to desist from meddling into the internal affair, of the member 
countries. If I were there this is what I would have put to the meeting to insist 
that Libya has to accept these conditions before the 0.A.U. accepts to meet in 
Libya. In fact my instructions to my own delegation is to advise the 0.A.U. to de- 
fer the decision until after six months, within six months we expect Libya to abide 
by the conditions stipulated, if they did then we would have no objection in attend- 
ing the meeting in Tripoli. 


[Question] And if it did not? 


[Answer] If it didn't then the 0.A.U. should not accept to go there, but as I said 
this was our proposal and it seems that, it has not been taken into consideration 
somehow the 0.A.U. just accepted, but I hope they should have accepted on condi- 
tions. 


[Question] If Libya didn't abide by these conditions does that mean you are not 
going to attend the summit in Tripoli? 


[Answer] Myself, well, this is not the condition which is made by 0.A.U. and I 
don't think that Nigeria had a chance to put across this for debate during the meet- 
ing and therefore I can not say that the 0.A.U. has rejected our proposal as such, 
but I had hoped this should have been the case. 


[Question] Y.E., would you please comment on your talks with H. E. President 
Nimeri today? 


[Answer] Well our talks have been very cordial and friendly and in brotherly man- 
ner, we have a lot in common with the Sudan. In fact we regard Sudan as our second 
home, You know ties and relationships with Sudan have been long in history and 
that when a Nigerian comes to Sudan he really does not think he is going to a 
foreign country, after all we have got millions of Nigerians who are resident here 
and who are very happy in this country which is their home. We have discussed mat- 
ters of common interest, international affairs, particularly African Affairs and in 
all aspects,; the question of Namibia, our fight against colonialism and "aparthied, 
we have similar views, with my brother on the question of Libya it is all a matter 
of common concern to both of us because we are both neighbours of Chad and we all 
abhor the attitude of Libya in trying to poke its noses into the affair of the mem- 
bers countries of the OAU. We discussed Chad in length and thought of ways and 
means with which to insure peace and stability in that troubled country. We share 
common concern about the situation there as well as the situation in other parts of 
Africa, particularly in Western Sahara which we are going to discuss in Nairobi, 
that is why I am proceeding today to Kenya, my brother is going there too for dis- 
cussing western issue. We are also both members of the good offices commission and 
Ethiopia-Somalis dispute is also a matter of great concern to both of us and other 
African issues. We are also concern about the question of North-South dialogue 
between the developing countries and industrialized countries and I will be attend- 
ing the Mexico meeting on this issue. In fact tomorrow in Nairobi I am going to 
meet with my other colleagues who are in the same meeting to discuss common strategy 
before the Mexico summit in October. These and other international issues are some 
of the matters we have discussed.

PETROLEUM PRODUCTS MARKETERS ASK PRICE INCREASE 
Lagos BUSINESS TIMES in English 17 Aug 81 pp 1, 32

[Text] Petroleum products marketers in Nigeria are asking for a price review on 
Low Pour Fuel Oil (LPFO) a type of fuel used by boilers and steam engines in indus- 
tries, including zonal differential to make their marketing efforts profitable. 


For this purpose, representations have been made to the Nigerian National Petroleum 
Corporation (NNPC) on the unprofitability of the fuel at the price of W5.43 a 
litre. 


In the past two years, according to the marketers, they have been incurring losses 
in the sale of this particular oil and to worsen the situation the losses have in 
recent times increased at an alarming rate that their companies can no longer bear 
them. 


At present, there are about seven petroleum products marketers in the country. 


Though the NNPC has not given an approval for the increase, it is understood that 
the corporation acknowledges the need for a review. Since an official approval is 
needed but not forthcoming the marketers are becoming impatient. 


However as an interim measure, some of the marketers because of their increasing 
losses have decided to change their terms of agreement with their customers, or cut 
down on the supply of this particular fuel to the market. 


Some of the marketers as a change in their terms have come up with reviewing their 
service charges contracted with their customers. 


Accordingly, customers may be asked to be responsible for moving the product from 
the refinery to their premises, or customers would be made to pay extra charges to 
cover sea freight, harbour dues and other incidental services from Warri. 


Commenting on the planned change in terms of agreement, an official of the one of 

the factories using this type of fuel said already the cost of production is very 

high in this country if the proposed change in service charges in enfo1. :d it will 
further increase costs to the factories. 


If the supply of the fuel is, however, reduced in the market it may make some 
factories which can not afford to transport the fuel themselves shut up their 
boilers.

PORT CONGESTION REPORTED IN LAGOS

[Text] Thirty vessels were awaiting berthing at Apapa and Tin Can Island Ports dur- 
ing the dockworkers two-day strike. 


The Minister of Transport, Dr. Umaru Dikko, discussed in Lagos last week while 
briefing the press of the effect of the DUN strike, on ports operations. It was 
only the Lagos ports that were affected. 


He added that it is not true that there was a bunching of up to 100 vessels as re- 
ported by one national newspaper. 


Dr. Dikko said that of the 31 ships awaiting berthing, 17 of them were carrying 
cars, three general cargoes, two of them were carrying rice, one carrying fish. 
Others were four bulk cargoes, three oil tankers and one fertiliser. 


The Minister, in answer to a question on why vessels carrying vehicles could not be 
off-loaded, said that thousands of vehicles already off loaded from vessels were 
yet to be claimed by their respective importers. 


He explained that the importers might have been experiencing financial difficulties 
in paying the customs and other statutory charges on their imported vessels. 


Dr. Dikko declared that all available spaces in the ports have been used to park 
off-loaded imported cars and that the Nigeria Port Authority is refusing to allow 
further car carriers to berth for the purpose of discharging, he said such vessels 
had therefore been advised to divert to Calabar, Port Harcourt and Warri ports to 
ease the tension at the Lagos ports. 


The Ports Manager, Tin Can Island, contributing, explained that ships making use of 
other ports outside Lagos enjoy some concessions.

It was the routine practice of the police to carry out 
searches for evidence in order to sustain any charge they might prefer against an 
offender, the president added. He said that personally he would accept abuses and 
criticisms by any newspaper, but he would not tolerate the impugning of his in- 
tegrity.

/ mxcerpt/ In tie light of this analysis, the tour through Africa undertaken 
Dy Jean-Fierre Cot, minister of cooperation and development, must necessarily 
assume cardinal importance for ell those expecting redeployment of less 
personalized Frencn cooperation, serving first and foremost the fundamental 
concerns of the peopies, and incidentally, oeyond the ties of friendsnip 
which may exist with tnis or that leader. Mr Cot's visit is important for 
African states that want to promote cooperation worthy its name, disencumber- 
ed of the dross of inegalitarianism and diktat. On arrival in our country, 
Jean-rierre Cot set the tone of his visit: "France wants to eliminate all 
that is left of the colonial pact. It wants tc decolonize cooperation. It 
wants to be the initiator of dynamic cooperation that will truly serve the 
interests of all partners." Like all African countries that have specially 
favorabie relations with France, Senegal is expecting a redefinition of 
cooperation strategy. Moreover, this is the task that Jean-Pierre Cot anda 
his co-workers are beginning to tackle. In light of his visit to our country, 
it is appropriate to glance back, not too far in time, to measure the efforts 
acreed to by France toward the development of our country as public aid in 
the 1980-1981 financial year's budget. The immediately striking observation 
concerrs the multiplication of organizations committed to aid services, 
although their activities are under the control of the cooperation mission. 
Indeed, structures as diverse as the Aid and Cooperation Fund (FAC), tne 
Central Fund for Economic Cooperation (CUCCE). with its two offices, special 
aides, assistance in the form of personnel (technical assistance), aid in 

tue form of personnel in Seneyalese organizations, aides in inter-state or- 
ganizations in Sene,al, specific aid to the university of Dakar, aid in 
scientific and technical research, etcetera, contribute to the presence oi 
France on the chessboara of economic and social aid to our country. 


Another striking observation is the considerable reduction or French tech- 
nical aia, in line witn the government's desire to hasten the process of 
seneralization of jobs. At the end of this year, there shoulc only oe 1,200 
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professional assistants left in our country, compared to 1,600, 3 years 
ago. 


Under the heading of overall aid granted our country oy France for the 
pudretary year 1960-1981, it should be remembered that aid tor investments 
of economic character were granted either by the FAC or the CCCE. Thus, 
FAC subsidies rose to 2,247,200,000 CFA francs. In 1979, tney amounted to 
1,727,035,000 francs. This monetary mass is directed as a priority toward 
sectors considered vital for our economy and its expansion , such as rural 
development and mine prospecting, education ana training. 


with respect to Central Fund for Economic Cooperation loans, two types of 
loan must be distinguisheai. First those described as "rirst pay-office," 
which are loans freaturing 70 percent gift elements. As for tne ioans known 
as "second pay-office" loans, they are granted for a long period of time 

and at very low interest rates. Thus, under "first pay-office" loans, the 
CCCE has grantec our country a total of 4.03 billion. Because of the special 
character of this type of loan,2.8 billion is compcsed of gift elements. 
"Second pay-office" loans amounted to 2.4 billion. 


This budgetary year, France has granted an important special aid for the 
government's economic and financial recovery plan, for 4 total of 21.5 
billion francs. It shoulc be remembered that overall French participation 
in this plan is estimated at 32.5 billion. 


Derlation of Technical Assistance 


Tne section of assistance in tne form of technical personnel is of prime 
importance in Frencn cooperation. The technical assistants under considera- 
tion are active in all sectors of university, secondary and technical 
eaqucation, to say nothing of the specifically technical sector sucn as the 
financial, customs, medicai fields, and so on. However, as a result of the 
new Gecisions on deflation made by the Senegalese government, the assistance 
sector is constantly declining. Numbers have declined by 300 elements over 
the past 3 years. Despite this real decline, the presence of 245 professional 
assistants is noted in the technical sector; in secondary, general, technical, 
and professional education, 853, and in higher education, 278. 


France also grants management aid for some specific Senegalese organizations. 
Such is the case with the State Railroad Administration, where, thanxs to 

the aia of a French organization, called OFERMAT / expansion unxnown rs 

25 engineers ana technicians are present. 


French aid to inter-state organizations in Senegal should not oe overlookec 
either. Such is the case with ASECNA / Agency for Air Navigation Safety in 
Africa and Madagascar , ) whi-h receives 84 cooperants from OMVS / Senegal 
River Development Organizat’ or /, 5 from OCLALAV / Joint Anti-Locust and 
Anti-Aviarian Organization | PA C technical. 


Since education and training occupy a choice position in cooperation stra- 
tegy, it is not surprising that specific aid has been panned for the 
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University of Dakar, in addition to tne teaching personnel assigned to it, 
numbering 278. The financial aid, devoted to operation and equipment of 

the university, amounts to 650 million . We should also note a special 

grant of 63 million intended to facilitate the replacement of French profes- 
sional assistants by their Senegalese counterparts, within the framework of the 
deflation policy. In addition, the University of Dakar has concluded some 
inter-university agreements with French academies. These agreements between 
institutions amount to a subsidy of 29 millions. In addition, an aid allo- 
cation of 24 million francs has been made for the training of advanced 
Senegalese technicians in urban development and architecture. 


Every year an agreement is signed establishing the program intended for 
scientific and technical research. This program amounts to 889 million 
CFA francs. Under this program, the grants made are centered mainly on 
agronomic research, nealth problems, and proolems of renewable energy 
sources, to attenuate the drastic general drain through the importation of 
fuels, of which the cost has become prohibitive. 


Still under the heading of education-training, an envelope of 483.5 million 
francs has been set aside for training scholarships offered to Senegalese 
students. 


French state aid is not only delivered through official organizations set 

up by the cooperation services. Private organizations can also avail them- 
selves of it. This is the case, for example, of the French association of 
volunteers for progress. This essentially private organization is involved 
in association with cooperation in the rural sector, in particular in small 
hydraulic projects, truck farming, health, and family economics in general. 
Thus, 50 volunteers have been distributed in the interior of the country, 
especially in East Senegal, Casamance, and River. Taking charge of them 
involved earmarking an envelope of 225 million francs, while the credits 
allocated to meet expenses for the small-scale projects amount to 45 million. 


Doubling Aid 


& Sahel country, mai‘xed by the horrors of drought that has become endemic, 
with its corollaries, famine and malnutrition, Senegal is sensitive to ali- 
mentary aid. For this purpose France has granted it aid amounting to 

345 millions. Aid to non-governmental organizations anc private Senegalese 
charities amounts for its part to 434 million CFA francs. 


In light of tne accession to power of the Left, substantial increases in 
French state aid can be expected. In its platform, the French Socialist 
Party asserted the need to double French state aid to developing countries, 
uncer a new cooperation strategy that will really benefit the peoples in- 
volved. So far as Senegal is concerned, it can be expected that redeploy- 
ment of aid will concern essentially two vital sectors: rural development 
and mining prospecting, in correlation with tne search for renewable energy 
sources. Occupying over 70 percent of our population, tne primary sector 
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really does set the rythm fpr development efforts. It is probably the 
barometer by wnich to judge the dynamism of the Senegalese economy. The 
periods of drought which depressed the sector are an illustrative proo: of 


this. 


with respect to tne immense mining potential at Senegal's disposal, parti- 
cularly large etforts will need to be made in this sector to hasten the 
start of development of tne Faleme iron mines, especially. France is in

Oil costs are a burden on the state's budget at present. The permanent 
rise in the price of fuels on tne international marxet have consequent 
negative effects on the staoility of tne trade balance. So it appears 
opportune to concentrate all our efforts on tne cevelopment of our eneryy 
potentials. Peat, lignite, vegetation, [dome-flore], and the 
installation of large hycroelectric dams may be the dynamic responses to 
tne energy challenge.

TALKS BETWEEN KENYA, SOMALIA OPEN IN MOGADISHU

[Text] The first round of official talks between the Kenyan delegation, led by 

the minister of information, and officials of the Somali Ministry of Information 
and the Ministry of Labor and Social Services, led by the minister of information, 
opened at the People's Hall in Mogadishu this morning. The talks between the two 
friendly states, which were held in a friendly atmosphere, centered on strengthen- 
ing cooperation between the two countries, particularly in the field of information. 


Somali Minister of Information and National Guidance Challe Dr Muhammad Adan Shaykh, 
who opened the talks, said he was pleased to welcome the Kenyan delegation to the 
Somali Democratic Republic, adding that the visit was of particular significance 

to the people of the two countries and to Africa in general. 


He went on to say that although the two countries were neighbors, certain circumstances 
had stood in the way of earlier exchanges of visits because certain quarters, which 

we had identified, created in our minds the impression that there was little room 

for understanding between our two countries, and that such visits could not produce 
positive results.

"MOGADISHU RADIO" VIEWS PROBLEMS FACING ETHIOPIA

[Text] Mengistu has admitted that internal and external fires are burning his 
regime: that is the topic of our commentary written by (Muhammad Salah Falah 
Falah) [words indistinct] and despite the great changes affecting life in 
Ethiopia, the Mengistu regime celebrated its /th anniversary yesterday. In his 
speech on the occasion, the Ethiopian dictator stated that Ethiopia's security 
and stability have been affected by both internal and external problems. He 
went on to state that some people have taken up arms and gone to the mountains, 
forests and to neighboring countries to fight his regime, that the country's 
economy is in ruins and that national services have come to a standstill. 


This month Mengistu formed the anticorruption commission that will also deal with 
what he termed internal reaction. A spokesman of the commission has stated that 
life has become intolerable, with small groups grabbing everything being produced 
by the nation. He added that the existing problems have been exacerbated by the 
advent of hordes of marauding bandits who have crippled the country. 


In March this year foreign journalists reported that killings were rampant in 
Addis Ababa Sut that no one knew why or who was committing the murders. Some 
Ethiopians who were interviewed by the journalists charged that members of the 
Dergue themselves were behind the chaos and were also involved in spreading rumors 
against the regime. The same sources also revealed that no food was sold by the 
shopkeepers, irrespective of whether the customer was sick, or only a [word 
indistinct] until there was a national outcry. 


All these problems, which actually exist in Ethiopia today, need a stable regime 
which should first secure the country's stability and establish cordial relations 
with its people both inside and outside the country. But the Amhara regime 
yesterday urged the Ethiopian people, who have become economically and morally 
destitute, to be ready to wage war against their enemies. Their real enemies 
are hunger, the bleak future and suffering inflicted on them by the leadership 

of Mengistu, although he blames the United States, Somalia and Arab countries as 
being responsible for the misery prevailing in Ethiopia. 
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It is unfortunate, however, that Ethiopia has chosen to enlist the help of 
al-Qadhdhafi in surmounting its problems. The people of Ethiopia and of the 
other developing countries today need peace and a plan to invest their scarce 
finances in development projects. They cannot afford to dissipate their weak 
economies in planning wars and stirring up internal or external hostilities. 
lt is sad that foreign industries buy Ethiopian (?produce) with ammunition 
which is used to kill Ethiopians. It is a pity to see the misery into which 
Mengistu has thrust Ethiopia in terms of internal wars which could be ended, 
straying from the nonaligned policy in international relations and ties with 
international terrorism. 


It is our hope that the Ethiopian people will rid themselves of the regime which

their goals of political freedom and total independence.

"HOPED FOR’ UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY ACTION AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA AWAITED 
Dar es Salaam UHURU in Swahili 3 Sep 81 p 6 
{Editorial: "Our Views"] 


[Summary] The UN General Assembly is expected today to begin a special emergency 
session to discuss the request of Africa to place obstacles in the path of the 
South African Government. Africa's request is caused by the obstinacy of the 
Boers' government in refusing to grant independence to Namibia. 


Although the UN Security Council is the UN body with fin” responsibility for 
deciding important matters, the General Assembly session, which is starting today, 
is also important. 


We feel that this session is another good opportunity for the nations of the world 
to show their contempt for racial discrimination and reveal the unity of the 
independent African countries by demands that severe measures be taken against the 
rulers in Pretoria for their oppression in Southern Africa. 


We believe that the nations of the world wili use the opportunity presented by the 
General Assembly session to condemn sharply the provocation of the Boers with 
regard to Angola and propose measures to aid its government. 


We know that the Boers' friends are trying everything to cause the nations attending 
the General Assembly meeting to vacillate. If these friends of the Boers can use 

a veto vote to prevent a Security Council Resolution condemning South Africa for its 
provocation against Angola, it will not be surprising if they try to make the General 
Assembly session unable to fulfill its responsibilities. 


The transgressions of the Boers are obvious. They are trying to conceal their 
crimes by introducing irrelevant matters like issuing many announcements concerning 
Soviet citizens whom they claim were killed during the Boers' attacks. These 
announcements are intended to obtain more support from their friends who protect 
them with their veto vote. 


Africa expects the nations of the world to make clear all subterfuges of the Boers 
and therefore, in addition to condemning severely the oppression of the rulers of 


Pretoria, help the people of Angola to defend their independence and support the 
citizens of South Africa in their effort to liberate themselves. 
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EX-DETAINEE COMPLAINS OF PRISON CONDITIONS

WHILE reports from Uganda during the 
week indicated an apparent escalation in 
the level of violence being waged by those 
whoclaim President Milton Obote rigged 
‘tthe December elections, other reports 
have it that the prison conditions in the 
country are inhuman. One of those 
recently released from detention by the 
Obote government claimed recently in an 
interview that prison conditions in the 
country are rapidly deteriorating and the 
number of prisoners keep increasing as a 
result of the continuing government 
campaign against the guerrillas battling 
to overthrow it. 

The ex-detainee who had been im- 
prisoned along with other former Amin 
soldiers following the fall of Kampala in 
May 1979, said that they were subjected 
to torture during: their period of deten- 
tion. These harrowing prison conditions 
he said, consisted of a serious shortage of 
food, and confinement for 24 hours a day. 
Asaresult, he stated, some of the inmates 
died of starvation or lack of medical 
attention. The ex-detainee who request- 
ed anonymity for security reasons, gave 
the example of a former warrant 
officer grade I called Chapa from 
Kigezi District as one of those who died 
of starvation in prison in 1979. 

Also among those who died during 
their incarceration at Luzira were two 
brothers from Mbarara District. Former 
warrant officer JI Nathan Akonge and his 
ivilian brother, died onthssamedav due 
to lack of medical attention. The 
ex-detainee claimed that Akonge’s 
brother actually died on his way to 
Mulago Hospital when the authorities 
decided at the last minute to take him 
there on a tipper for treatment. Accord- 
ing to the ex-detainee, prison conditions 
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worsened following the overthrow ot Mr. 
Godfrey Binaisa’s government by the 
military commission led by Mr. Paulo 
Muwanga, the current vice-president of 
Uganda. 


Overcrowding was particularly acute 
especially in Luzira prison, which is 
meant for 800 but held 2,500 inmates. 
But there were other problems. “Even the 
games we had previously been allowed to 
play were all withdrawn iucluding, 
football which was the favourite sport for 
the inmates.” The authorities also denied 
them the chance to see their relatives 
while any letters from the relatives never 
reachedthem either. He claimed it was at 
this stage that the Red Cross intervened, 
an action that he said never resulted in 
any substantial improvement in the 
conditions at  Luzira. ‘‘Since 
November 11, 1980”, he said, “none of us 
was allowed toreceive any visitors and this 
ruling remained in force until the day of 
our release July 25, this year.” 

The ex-inmate claimed that there are 
many categories of prisoners in the 
country among them lawyers, teachers, 
economists and medical assistants. He 
said the majority of the prisoners come 
from areas considered hostile to the 
Obote government, adding that even 
the release of prisoners is biased in 
favour of the pro-Obote tribes in 
Uganda. He said for example that 
when they were released, none but only 
one Muganda officer calied Bosco was 
released. 


The ex-detainee claimed that among 
the soldiers in detention is 2 Kenyan Lt. 
Col. Patrick Osogo detained since Sep- 
tember last year. In addition there are 
many more soldiers an politicians 
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including former chief magistrate, Mr. 
Gardiner Okello from Gulu who contest- 
ed the same seat with Otema Alimadi, 
current prime minister of Uganda. 
Observers think it will not be easy for the 
Ugandan government to relax its moves 
against dissidents and for this reason the 
prison conditions in the country are likely 
toeven get worse as more and more people 


are likely to be thrown behind bars in a 


bid to stem the rising tide of guerrilla 
warfare in the country.

GENERAL ADDRESSES PASSING OUT OF INTEGRATED BATTALION

[Text] Zimbabwe expected the highest standard of discipline from its armed forces, 
the Army Chief of Staff, Major-General Josiah Tungamirai, told 1 050 members of the 
integrated J-3 Battalion passing out at Inkomo Barracks yesterday. 


"Wherever you are, we require you to show in your talking, walking and acts, in 
all circumstances, that you are the highly-disciplined Zimbabwean soldiers your 
country and your people expect you to be," he said. 


"In Zimbabwe you are not just an army, but the people's army. The people want to 
rely on you, indeed to have complete faith in you, to protect them and to guard our 
peace and harmony. A good army is one that is disciplined." 


National army soldiers committing criminal acts, would be severely dealt with, he 
said. 

"When you misbehave and commit a crime, do not think for one moment that you will 
get away with it because you belong to the arny. 


"You can be sure you are going to end up in prison for your foolish behaviour." 


General Tungamirai added: "In your training here you have been learning karate 
and judo, but let me warn you: never ever be tempted to practise them on innocent 
civilians. The forces of law and order will descend upon you and ys will finish 
up in jail." 


Members of J-3 Battalion were taken recently from assembly points and given three 
weeks' standardisation training at Inkomo Barracks to integrate them into the na- 
tional army. 


They now go on six weeks' leave before reporting to bases in the Shabani area where 
they will be stationel and renamed the 401 Battalion of the Zimbabwe National Army. 


General Tungamirai said their training so far was designed to bring them together. 


This was important because, with the war now over, integration ind unity had be- 
come the priority for the country's defence and development. 
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The next stage was to train them in conventional warfare, which was far different 
from the guerilla warfare members of the new battalion were used to. 


"I am not suggesting that we are going to have a conventional war. We have peace 
in Zimbabwe, but it is important to be prepared. 


"The training will be harder, very hard indeed. But the harder it is, the easier 
you will find it to cope under battle conditions." 


Turning to demobilisation, he told the soldiers they were free to choose a lifetime 
career in the army, or to leave and be trained for civilian jobs. 
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SINGLE CRUDE OIL PRICES SOUGHT

[Text] London--OPEC ministers were holding intensive negotiations yesterday in 
hopes of agreeing on a single price for crude oil that would stabilise the market . 
in the face of a worldwide oil glut, informed sources said. 


Two oil ministers from the Organisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries were in 
London yesterday--Kuwait's Sheikh' Ali Khalifa al-Sabah and Libya's Abdesalaam 
Mohammed Zagaar. Both denied an OPEC meeting was taking place. 


But one top-level OPEC source, who asked not to be identified, said all the organ- 
isation's ministers were in "almost continuous contact" by phone--huge phone bills 
were being run up, he said--in an attempt to find a "magic formula" that would re- 
sult in a single base price. 


"Tt could be that the magic formula is found tomorrow and we can have a meeting" to 
ratify it, said the source. But he was quick to add agreement was by no means cer- 
tain and the issue may have to wait until the next scheduled OPEC ministerial meet- 
ing in Abu Dhabi on December 10, 


Meanwhile in Jakarta, Indonesia's Oil Minister Subroto who is currently OPEC 
president, said he welcomed the idea of a special ministerial meeting to resolve 
the pricing problems before the Abu Dhabi conclave. Such a meeting has been sug- 
gested for later this month. 


Agreement on a single crude oil price eluded ministers at a special consultative 
meeting in Geneva last month. 


Saudi Arabian Oil Minister Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamani had expressed his willingness 
to raise his country's oil price by US$2 a barrel to US$34, if the other producers, 
most of whom were charging US$36, cut theirs. He also said his country would 
sharply cut oil output. 


3ut the US$34 price proved unacceptable to the other nations, and the meeting ended 
in disarray.--AP

Those who ran away during the war had good reasons. There was a raging war and they 
were not sure about their lives. They could not visit the pleasure resorts that 
they were used to visiting for the weekend relief and relaxation: there was death 
lurking there. 


The war budget was rising every day. The economy was shrinking instead of expand- 
ing. What was more, there was no foreseeable end to the trials and tribulations. 
So it was logical to leave. 


Now all this came to an end with the advent of independence. Peace has been re- 
stored and established. People can go where they want when they want without the 
fear of losing their lives. 


The wise policy of reconciliation has ensured that tne evil past has been forgiven 
and forgotten. Nobody has lost his property. Farmers still carry on in the same 
way they have been doing for years. There is no let or hindrance. Indeed, this 
year they have had God's harvest in the maize section. 


Industry and commerce are operating in the same manner they have been operating 
for years. Government has not interfered with them in any way. 


Admittedly, there is a plethora of political rhetoric--an endless stream of politi- 
cal words, invective, diatribe and denunciations. 


It is a great source of wonder that people who did not run away from guns, are now 
running away from words--from a mirage. It appears that in their strange logic 


words are more dangerous than guns.

STEP UP FARM PRODUCTION, PM URGES

[Text] The Prime Minister yesterday urged the people to increase agricultural 
production in order to earn foreign exchange through export. Growing for export 
would help the nation to import tractors, bus engines and machinery which were not 
manufactured locally, he said. 


Mr Mugabe was speaking at two rallies in Devure in Gutu and Muchakata near Great 
Zimbabwe. 


He said farmers could produce 30 to 50 bags of maize an acre if they used better 
and modern methods of farming. 


The Prime Minister appealed to the people to stop settling on farms without au- 
thority. 


"Why do you rush to occupy farms without authority?" he asked. "Hunger" was the 
answer from the crowd. 


He assured them that the Government would take over farms and settle them. 


The Prime Minister said that small factories would be built in the rural areas to 
create jobs. 


Much of the aid pledged at Zimcord would be used to develop the rural areas. More 
schools, hospitals, clinics and roads would be built in the rural areas, said Mr 
Mugabe. But he urged the people to co-operate with the Government in carrying out 
these projects. 


In his capacity as president of ZANU (PF), Mr Mugabe thanked the people for support- 
ing the party during the liberation struggle and urged them to strengthen the party, 
to buy membership cards, to pay monthly subscriptions and to attend party meetings.

Driven Nuts by Spares Famine 


CAR dealers are pulling 
their hair out over the 
spare parts see-saw. 


A feast of spares can 
suddenly arrive — usually 
trom South Africa — 
and garages do a roar- 
ing trade. ' 

But when the consign- 
ment is sold there can 
be weeks of famine. 
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cases and trading is now 
back to normal.” 

He added that the MTA 
was still trying to re- 
negotiate some points of 
the price restrictions. 

“Some cars have been so 
reduced in price that it 
will be uneconomical even 
to repair them,”’ he said. 
“They will be cast away 
and the country will lose 
thousands of cars. 

“This will aggravate the 
shortage.” 

But one frustrated busi- 
nessman, Mr Beejay Chi- 
nenyanga, of Salisbury, 
claims that he could not 
buy a good car for love 
or money—even as late as 
Friday. 

With $5000 in a brief- 
case, he went to five city 
dealers. 

Each told him that all 
of their cars over $2000 
were sold. 

“I don't believe them,” 
said Mr  Chimenyanga 
(33). “They just didn’t 
want to sell their more 
Sumptuous motors. 

“They want the Govern- 
ment to allow them to 
charge what they like. 
It’s avaricious.” 


“To say that the short- 
age of spares is critical 
is am exaggeration,” said 
Mr Cecil Gowie, presi- 
dent of the Motor 
Trader’s Association. 

“But there is a general 
shortage — there has 
been for years. 

“The situation can be 
changed overnight with 
a big consignment of 
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spares. But this can be 
followed by severe short- 
ages again hecause de- 
liveries can take an in- 
ordinate time.” 

‘He added that dealers 
were stil} not wiling to 
risk bringing spares in 
through Maputo. 

“Pilfering at Maputo is 
very high and dealers 
can’t get external insur- 
ance to cover this,” said 
Mr Gowie. 

“This means that we're 
still largely dependent 
on South Africa, I’m 
afraid.” 

Mr Willie du Plooy, 
Spares mamager of a 
Toyota and Mercedes 
dealer, said he turns 





away severa! customers 
a day because of sliort- 
ages. 

“The demand has gone 
up so much that we just 
can't meet it,” he said. 
“We even get people from 
Zambia coming to us for 
help.” 

He added that many 
cars were being kept off 
the roads for weeks 
while owners scoured 
garages for spares. 

“I’ve had a car in my 
workshop for four weeks 
waiting for a crank- 
shaft,” he said. 

Another dealer said the 
spares” situation  fluctu- 
ated wildly. 

“It’s a case of feast or 
famine,” he said. 











INDEPENDENT UNIVERSITY ROLE DEBATED

[Text] Sharp differences surfaced last week when politicians and academics from de- 
veloped and developing countries gathered at the University of Zimbabwe for an in- 


ternational conference to discuss the Role of the Uni 


Zimbabwe. 


The conference attracted 
academics from al] over 
the world who gave lec- 
tures on how they saw the 
university functioning 
within our new society. 

Prime Minister Robert 
Mugabe officially opened 
the conference with an ad- 
dress that left the dele- 
gates in no doubt how the 
present Government would 


like the institute of higher” 
learning to function. 

“Tt I, as an outsider, 
sound as if I am laying 
out a programme of the 
university returm, the rea- 
son is siniple,” he said. 

“Higher education is 
too important a business 
to be left entirely to deans, 
professors, lecturers and 
university administrators. 

“In particular we insist 
that our own university 
shall convert itself from @ 
university in Zimbabwe in- 
to a genuine and authen- 
tic University of Zim- 
babwe,” he said. 

The curriculum of the 
university, while not con- 
fined to them, = should 
necessarily lay consider- 
able emphasis on Zim- 
babwe’s national realities 
in all their diversities and 
interconnections. The stu- 
dents must of necessity be 
“servants in training’, Mr 
Mugabe said. 
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INVOLVED 

The African university, 
the Prime Minister said, 
must be actively involved 
in “cadre-formation” — 
the training of man and 
the extension of his skiil 
horizons with a view to 
meeting urgent national 
meeds. 

Historically the Afri- 
can university had em- 
phasised foreign studies, 
remaining sient om his- 
torical aspect. of the 
aspirations of the in- 
digenous people. 

The words of the 
Prime Minister were 
echoed by a Ugandan 
delegate, Professor Asa- 
via Wandira, the vice- 
chancellor of the Univer- 
sity of Makerere, one of 
the oldest in Africa. 

In his keynote address, 
Professor Wandira, went 
further to suggest that 
the university should be 
a vehicle for change — 
keeping itself ia the 
forefront of understand- 
ing, monitoring events 
and keeping company 
with those who ex- 
pressed concern for 
change. 

The Ugandan warned 
against the temptation 
by many African couun- 
tries to imcrease’ the 
scope of their tuniver- 
sities’ involvement in the 
developmental process 
without adequate re- 


versity and its Future in 
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sources to justify their 
ambitions. 

“In a continent starved 
of all forms of deve'op- 
ment, the competition for 
the diminishing cake of 
the State has been fierce. 
University budgets have 
not grown as fast as 
have the universities’ 
plams to offer additional 
services,” he said. 


This had led to a 
general deterioration in 
the living and welfare 
conditions of staff and 
students, Professor Wan- 
dira said. 


QUESTIONS 

At the extreme end of 
the argument was the 
“controversia:” director of 
the London School of 
Economics (LSE), Dr 
Ralf Dahrendorf, who ad- 
vocated an independent 
and “purist” type of uni- 
versity. 

“Whoever demands from 
a university that it is 
relevant throughout, that 
it responds to external 
demands in everything it 
does, destroyS by the 
same token the heart of 
academic inquiry and 
communication,” Dr Dah- 
rendorf argued. 
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Universities should ask 
questions — a'l questions, 
with no_ holds barred. 
They become of necessity 
a critica) ferment in their 
environment instead of 
obeying the powers that 
be and deteriorating into 
producers “of cadres with 
blinkered and streamlined 
minés”’. 

The newly - insta'led 
principal of the university: 
Professor Walter Kamba, 
spoke of the need for 
radical changes‘in the in- 
stitution’s approach to. 
education.

“Because of the rapid 
changes in society the 
aim of the university to 
fill a student with facts 


had to change to one of 


producme young men and 
women capahle of thinking 
for themselves and com- 
mitted to a lifetime edu- 
cation,” Professor Kamha 
said in a closing address 
to the conference. 
Another local de'ernte, 
Professor Hasu Patel, 
called on the Government 
to recognise the univer- 
sitv as its “junior part- 
ner” while the university 
should restrain itself from

NEPOTISM INQUIRY URGED--The Government must appoint a commission of inquiry to in- 
vestigate allegations of tribalism and nepotism in the various ministries, the 
Zimbabwe Progressive Party, led by Mr Kingdom Sithole, urged yesterday.

COAT OF ARMS UNVEILED--President Banana yesterday officially adopted a new coat of 
arms for Zimbabwe. At a signing ceremony at State House, he said: "I today sign 
the Zimbabwe coat of arms, which is yet another break from the colonial past. I 
hope all Zimbabweans will revere and admire this national symbol." The motto of 
the arms is Unity, Freedom, Work. A spokesman for the President's Office ex- 
plained: "The motto reminds us of our need to maintain a desire for national 
unity and the will to work in order to preserve the freedom which we enjoy." The 
shield is green to represent the fertility of the soil, with blue and white wavy 
lines at the top to symbolise the water that brings prosperity. Set against the 
green is the Conical Tower of Great Zimbabwe standing for the country's national 
heritage. Behind the shield is a hoe and an AK47 rifle representing Zimbabwe's 
transition from war to peace. A wreath of twisted strips of gold and green stands 
for the mining and agricultural enterprise which protects the economy. Crowning 
the wreath is the Zimbabwe Bird set against a red star to represent the suffering 
of the people. On either side of the shield is an upright kudu. "The kudu in 
their natural colours display a harmonious blend of black, white and brown which 
may be taken to symbolise the unity of purpose of the various ethnic groups which 
comprise the people of this country," said the President's spokesman. An earth 
mound carries cotton bolls, maize and wheat.
